I A)ewe said the duties of coroner and 
engineer could be included in ad­ 
ministrative departments directed by 
the com m issioners. The job of 
treasurer, he added, could be absorbed 


by the county auditor, which would 
remain an elected office. 
He also suggested that the com­ 
m issioners 
be 
given 
stronger 
legislative control over the county and 
lie permitted to appoint a county 
executive 
to 
oversee 
the

ministrative departments. 
The citizens commission, appointed 
by Gov. John J. Gilligan last year to 
improve the delivery of local services,

Canada Raps Viet Red Infiltration 


SAIGON

C anada’s 
peacekeeping contingent has backed 
up the United States and charged 
North Vietnam with sending troops 
into the South in violation of the cease­ 
fire. 


“We have strong reason to believe 
that ... non-South Vietnamese troops 
are stationed, or are infiltrating, South 
Vietnam for the purpose of supporting 
one of the two parties in South Viet­ 
nam,’’ said Michel Gauvin, head of the 
C anada's delegation to

While Gauvin did not mention North 
Vietnam by name, officials said he 
clearly was referring to Hanoi. He 
spoke at a meeting of the four-nation 
peacekeeping force Friday.

The United States 
charged previously that Hanoi has sent 
troops and arm or into South Vietnam 
since the cease-fire went into effect 
Jan 28.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-T he ad­ 
ministration is expected to introduce 
in the General Assembly next week a 
new state securities act that would in­ 
crease the powers of the Securities 
Division and create a Securities Board 
of Review.

Association and the Securities Ad­ 
visory Board, appointed by the 
governor rn March 1971.

VA Hospital Needs Cited 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Veterans 
A dm inistration hospital officials 
throughout the country say they don’t 
have enough employes or enough 
space to provide high-quality medical 
care. 
Many say they must constantly 
(latch up deteriorating buildings; some 
report persistent fire hazards, and 
.several com plain of unbearable 
summertime heat. 
The reports from Veteraas Ad­ 
ministration hospital officials were 
made available Friday by the House 
V eterans Affairs Com m ittee. In 
response to a committee question­ 
naire, officials of 167 VA medical facil­ 
ities listed their most pressing needs. 
Some of the VA hospital complaints: 
1316 Albany, N.Y., facility, said that 
while a hospital should be bt' staffed 
for a seven-day week, with additional 
lielp for evenings and nights, “This, of 
course, would require considerable 
staffing over and above that now 
possible.” 
'Die Butler, Pa., hospital said finding 
doctors is an old problem “due in large 
part to insufficient salaries.” 
The Augusta, Ga., hospital director 
said that of his 
15 VA hospital 
assignments, the Augusta hospital 
“has the poorest staffing of all.” 
“For many years,” he said, “this 
liospital has had insufficient funding to 
adequately staff direct care func­ 
tions.” 
Many hospital officials spoke of 
overcrowding and poor 
hospital 
facilities. 
Officials of the Bath, N Y., hospital 
wrote that “this center is not safe from 
floods ... not properly ventilated for 
.sanitary conditions .. not designed for 
safe mobility and evacuation.” 
The Boston outpatient clinic 
is 
“continuously plagued with water pipe 
leaks, steam pipe leaks, electrical 
power failures, mechanically deficient 
elevators, etc.,” wrote officials. But 
improvements are in sight, they said, 
if tin* administration releases funds for 
new construction.

Decision On Nursing Homes 
May Be Appealed By *tate 


(X JI,UM BUS, Ohio (AP)- The state 
welfare department may go to the 
court of a p p a ls on a decision by a 
common pleas judge preventing the 
department from decertifying skilled 
nursing homes without a hearing. 
'Hie Director of legal Affairs for tile 
Ohio Department of Public Welfare, 
Paul ll Coleman, Friday night called 
the decision by Common Pleas Judge 
Fred Shoemaker, “unique.” 
Coleman said “we will strongly 
consider going to tile court of appeals 
on this decision.” 
Judge Shoemaker ruled in a suit 
filed last year by six skilled nursing 
homes and three Medicaid patients as 
a class action on behalf of all such 
nursing homes and patients in Ohio. 
'Hie decision enjoins the department 
from decertifying nursing homes 
without hearings, calls for rein ­ 
statem ent of any skilled 
home 
decertified without a hearing and 
retroactive payments for .services 
provided to medically indigent persons 
qualified under fe(k*ral law subsequent 
to “such unlawful decertification and 
termination of Medicaid payments ” 
Coleman said such court-ordered 
payments may not lie subject to 
federal payment. He said the depart­ 
ment has b(*en told that if a nursing 
home does not meet standards set by 
the government, and if it is not living 
up to its contract with the state, the 
federal government won’t pay its 50 
per cent share of the costs. 
lf the federal government isn’t 
required to pay its share, Coleman 
said, “the taxpayers of the state of 


Ohio would have to bear the full brunt" 
of the payments. 
Coleman said the department will 
want to consult with die attorney 
general about the decision. Arni lie said 
there had been no chance yet to fully 
review the eleven-page decision.

The stars in a clear summer night’s 
sky seem countless in number, yet for 
every stir you can see with the un­ 
aided eye, there are more than KH) dif­ 
ferent species of insects on the earth 
lie low. 
Scientists have identified more than 
950,000 kinds of insects. Some authori­ 
ties think there may lie at least that 
many more that have not yet been 
identified. Insects can be found 
anywhere there is food and habitat for 
them, even at the arctic. 
One of tile reasons that insects play 
such an important role in our lives is 
because they eat so much. Some in­ 
sects, in getting their food actually aid 
man. The honeybee is an example. But 
insects also compete with man for 
food, destroy his home, and aul in the 
spreading of diseases. 
A number of the most serious pests, 
such as the bollweevil, the Hessian fly, 
the Japanese beetle, the gypsy moth, 
the cereal leaf beetle, and the Mexican 
bean lieetle have been brought into the 
United States accidentally from other 
countries. Parasites which destroyed 
them and kept them down in their 
native lands were left behind. As a 
result these six-legged immigrants 
multiplied rapidly in their new sur­ 
roundings and became a major pest 
problem. 
But, iii spite of the great damage in­ 
sects do, we should remember that 
there are really very few harmful 
species 
of 
insects. 
It 
has 
been 
estimated that only 2,500 species of in­ 
sects cause man any harm in any way 
or to his plants and animals. 
Without insects, we would have no 
honey, silk, shellac, etc. Insects help 
ixillinate plants and fruit trees as they 
search for nectar. It has been esti­ 
mated by scientists that 100,000 species 
of flowering plants would die out were 
it not for the lees. 
Both the beneficial and harmful in­ 
sects a pi ear in an infinite variety of 
forms. In no other branch of the 
animal kingdom has nature developed 
such extremes in size, shape, color, 
and living habitat than in the insect 
world. 
To learn more about insects and the 
part they play in our lives, join 4-H.

What to — and How to with Easter 
Eggs 
If you’re looking for the highest 
quality eggs — (JSDA Grade AA 
(Fresh fancy or A) — they are ideal for 
all purposes and recommended for use 
as hard cooked eggs to assure you of 
the best product. Size-wise you should 
look for extra large, large and medium 
— but you’ll probably want a large- 
sized egg to decorate for Easter. Only 
eggs carrying the official USDA grade 
shield on the carton (or on the tape 
sealing the carton) have been packed 
under USDA supervision. 
If you’re hard cooking (no, we don’t 
say “ hard boiled” anymore) the eggs, 
gently lower them into boiling water, 
reduce the heat and bring water to 
simmering stage (just below boiling) 
for about 20 minutes. Do not let the 
water boil. Cool the eggs at once under 
cold running water. Remember, 
always cook eggs at a low temperature 


(and avoid overcooking) to prevent the 
green discoloration that appears 
sometimes between the white and the 
yolk of a hard cooked egg. (This re­ 
sults from a chemical reaction be­ 
tween sulfur in the white and iron in 
the yolk.) 
If you’ve dyed the eggs( using one to 
the harmless food coloring dyes), store 
them in the refrigerator until Easter- 
basket-fixing time. Plan to eat the 
hard cooked eggs within one or two 
days—and keep the Easter basket (if 
eggs are in it) away from hot places 
like radiators or heat vents.

Crabgrass 
If your lawn grew a pet crop of crab­ 
grass last year, you can bet it will be 
back this year stronger than ever. It’s 
a continuous fight. No matter how well 
you keep your lawn manicured. 
A bunch of crabgrass hidden in the 
shrub bed, vegetable garden or a 
vacant lot nearby produces seed that 
have a way of spreading, mostly to 
your yard. 
So, a good crabgrass herbicide treat­ 
ment every year or two is the best way 
to deal with this pest. Pre-emergence 
herbicides should be applied now, 
ahead of spring germination of crab­ 
grass seed, sort of an ambush ap­ 
proach. 
There are several recommended 
chemicals available that control crab­ 
grass. Ask your county extension 
agent for a copy of leaflet 187 — “ Con­ 
trol of Turfgrass Pests.” It lists chem­ 
icals, amount to apply, and timing of 
application. 
Wrap Tree Trunks 
Freshly planted shade trees need 
trunk wrapping, staking, and plenty of 
moisture, particularly until the root 
system is established in its new loca­ 
tion. So, if you are planting a tree this 
spring, remember these tips: Remove 
all wires, labels or cords attached to 
plants. Heavy cord of wire wrapped 
around the main stem to hold burlap or 
other wrapping will eventually girdle 
the tree, unless removed. It may take 
three or four years for this to happen, 
but suddenly your tree or shrub dies 
and you wonder why. Just check the 
stem at or just beneath the surface of 
the soil and chances are you find a neat 
groove completely encircling the stem. 
Keep plant roots and soil balls moist 
before and after planting. Dig the hole 
large enough to permit roots to grow 
normally in fresh, loosely packed soil. 
Tender roots growing in a hole too 
small tend to grow around the wall of 
the hole rather than penetrate the 
tightly packed soil. Should this happen, 
you eventually get a root bound plant. 
Plant at the right depth and use a 
well prepared backfill soil. Provide 
subsurface drainage, if necessary. 
Setting your plant in a hole dug in hard 
clay soil is like putting a houseplant in 
a bowl or pot without a drainage hole in 
the bottom. Your plant “ drowns” or 
dies back from lack of oxygen, because 
the clay hole will hold water like a 
bowl. 
Water the plant frequently in dry 
weather. A mulch will help preserve 
moisture in the root zone. 
Wrapping trunks of newly planted 
trees reduces water loss and damage 
from sun scald. Apply burlap or 
special tree wrapping paper. Start at 
the lower branches and wrap down­ 
ward around the trunk in a spiral 
fashion. Overlap the covering to give 
added protection. Reinforce the wrap­ 
ping by binding with twine. I (eave the 
wrapping on the tree for two years, un­ 
less it becomes unsightly. Add a stake 
or guy wires to protect tile tree against 
wind. 


the animals he sells. We have asked 
Clarence Bowen, Extension livestock 
Marketing Specialist at The Ohio Stae 
University, to comment on this 
possibility and to spell out just how rosy 
livestock producers’ lives have been. 
Here is his analysis: 
“ In 1954 , 83,039 Ohio farmers were 
.selling hogs. By 1959 this mumber had 
declined to 64,125. That decrease was 
large, but by 1972 the number of Ohio 
pork producers had gone down much 
further—to only about 28,000 pork 
producers. The number of hog 
producers throughout the United 
Sataes has shown a similar decline. 
Likewise the number of feedlots for 
cattle has shown a dramatic decrease. 
What has brought this about? It’s 
simple. A large percentage of the meat 
producers have been unable to make a 
liveable income. In any business, you 
can exist only so long on losses and 
then you must find something else to 
do. 
Over the long run in pork production, 
the average cost of production per 
hundred wight has been the same as 
the selling price per hundred weight. 
Producers with higher costs go out of 
business while those making some 
money increase in size to take up the 
slack in production. 
What has caused high meat prices? 
I>et’s take pork for example. In 1971, 
farmers produced a lot of pork. As a 
result, the average person consumed 
73 pounds per person, the largest 
yearly consumption per capita on 
record. Consumers were also buying 
pork at a low price. During that same 
year (1971) the average price for 
slaughter hogs was $18.45 per hundred 
pounds of live animal. This price was 
about $2.00 per hundred weight below 
the average cost of production. In 
other words, the producer was going 
in the red about $4.40 on every 220 
plound hog he sold. Losing money like 
that made many farmers decrease 
production. At the same time this 
decrease in production was occurring, 
many housewives had more money to 
spend, so up went meat prices. 
Complain about high meat prices 
that have come along the last few 
months if you like, but remember that 
farm production cannot be turned on 
and off like a water faucet, or like 
production in a manufacturing plant. 
By the time the pork producer decides 
to increase production, it takes IO to ll 
months for that increase to reach the 
consumer. With beef, from the time 
heifers are saved out, bred and off­ 
spring fe<i out, it takes two years or

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon is expected to sign a disaster 
relief loan reform bill raising interest 
rates in future cases and briefly 
reviving the aid program he killed last 
year. 
Both houses of Congress quickly 
passed the compromise bill by voice 
vote without debate Thursday after a 
bipartisan Senate-House conference 
committee settled on terms. 
Capitol H ill sources said 
the 
agreement 
received 
Nixon 
ad­ 
ministration blessings. 
Although there were threats of a veto 
on the original conditions of the 
legislation, Rep. Charles M. Teague, 
R-Calif., senior GOP member of the 
House Agriculture Committee and 
administration spokesman on farm 
policy matters, advised the House that 
Congress 
“ is 
not 
facing 
a 
con­ 
frontation” over terms of the com­ 
promise. 
Basically a relief measure for rural 
areas sustaining heavy losses of crops 
and livestock because of severe 
weather, the bill would cover both the 
Farmers Home Administration and 
the Small Business Administration 
under a five per cent interest loan 
arrangement. 
However, for last year’s victims of 
such rural disasters, the bill would 
grant 18 more days—starting with the 
day the bill is signed—to apply for the 
program that Nixon killed last Dec. 27. 
This means they could file for FUA 
loaas at I per cent interest with the 
first $5,000 “ forgiven.” That amounts 
to a federal grant to cover actual loss.

could get FUA I per cent interest loans 
with the $5,000 forgiveness feature, 
with coverage limited to their homes 
and household contents.

And so, after this snake-pit perform­ 
ance: no Presidential trip to I^tin 
America, probably no trip to Africa, 
and, certainly, a further down-grading 
of the U N. in Washington. 
These developments are also likely 
to accelerate the efforts of the Nixon 
Administration to build up Brazil as a 
kind of counterweight to Salvador Al- 
lende in Latin America. In contrast to 
Chile, where Allende has wrecked the 
economy and is nudging the country 
toward civil war, Brazil enjoys one of 
the world’s highest rates of economic 
growth, and the military government 
of President Emilio Medici has the 
domestic guerrilla movements under 
firm control. As against Marxist Chile 
and Peronist uncertainty in Argentina, 
Brazil looks increasingly like the pre­ 
dominant power on the southern con­ 
tinent.

NEW YORK (AP) - Since some of 
the darkest aspects of our economy are 
also the most glaring, the eyes of many 
people today are transfixed upon the 
negative rather than the positive, on 
what is wrong rather than on what is 
right. 
Consumers are outraged about in­ 
flation, although the 4.3 per cent rate 
for the latest calendar year was only 
two-thirds that of many other large 
industrial nations. 
Achievement of a 5 per cent jobless 
rate is considered a failure when the 
goal is 4.5 per cent, but this doesn’t 
negate the fact that it is the lowest rate 
in 24 years and that more people, 83.9 
million, have jobs than ever before. 
It is an understandable attitude for 
Americans who, despite criticisms of 
their way of life, believe more strongly 
than most nations that continual im­ 
provement is possible and are 
frustrated with anything less. 
Nothing, however, quite compares 
with the mentality and pecularities of 
the property-liability insurance in­ 
dustry which, when economic times 
are good over-all, becomes depressed, 
apprehensive, and consumed by 
anxiety. 
Some might call it paranoia, but 
those in the insurance industry know it 
is a realistic reaction to events. Here is 
how George McDonnell, president of 
Zurich-American Insurance Com­ 
panies, describes it. 
“ Good times are sometimes hard on 
us,” McDonnell begins, continuing: 
“ More goods are in transit — that 
means more opportunity for theft and 
damage. More miles are traveled by 
cars and trucks and people, and that 
means more accidents. 
“ As the boom expands, more 
marginal equipment is brought into 
use. We can expect that the increasing 
utilization of old and obsolescent 
equipment is going to result in in­ 
creasing claims. 
"Workers will be putting in in­ 
creasing amounts of overtime as the 
economy continues to charge ahead, 
and inexperienced workers will be 
brought in to help boost production.

“They and their customers are in for 
a rude awakening,” says McDonnell 
“ I include the customers,” he ex­ 
plains, “ because they are going to find 
themselves facing jumbo rate in­ 
creases, and perhaps difficulty in 
finding any coverage at all when the 
situation turns.” 
Viewed from one perspective, there 
isn’t much unusual about the insurers 
having misgivings about the present 
boom. Many other businessmen share 
it, but perhaps don’t articulate it so 
clearly. 
Industrial companies, for example, 
know that the more marginal workers 
they employ the lower their output per 
man and the lower their profit per­ 
centage.

tent employment in work covered by 
social security. Many people presently 
receiving the minimum benefit, $84.50 
at age 05, are receiving the minimum 
because they had little connection with 
covered employment — people who 
worked primarily under Federal Civil 
Service or under a State retirement 
system. 
Under the Special Minimum, an 
amount equal to $8.50 multiplied by the 
years over IO but not over 30 worked 
under social security, would be paid. 
'Hie maximum payment under this 
provision would be $170 per month and 
will first be payable for January 1973. 
People 
already 
receiving 
benefits 
were screened and anyone entitled to 
the Special Minimum automatically 
was notified and any increase due was 
included in the check received in April 
1973. 
'Hie 
Delayed 
Retirement Credit 
benefits people who do not retire until 
after age 05. For each year that a per­ 
son works and receives no benefits 
from age 05 to age 72, the monthly 
amount can be increased one per cent 
per year. This provision applies only to 
people who have worked after 1970 and 
is intended to provide a return in the 
form of increased benefits to the 
people who do not get benefits because 
they continue working between ages 65 
and 72, and thereby pay additional 
taxes during these years. This provi­ 
sion also is automatic and people af­ 
fected will be notified and benefit in­ 
creases will be paid with the June 1973 
check. 
The 1972 Amendments also change 
the ending point for determining the 
number of years used in computing 
benefits for men. For some years only 
those years up to age 62 had to be in­ 
cluded in computing benefits 
for 
women while years up to age 65 had to 
be included for men. This will change 
in steps — one less year to be included 
for men in 1973, two less in 1974, and 
three less in 1975, so that the computa­ 
tion point for both men and women will 
be age 02 by 1975.

ISTANBUL (AP) - What 
do the Grenadier Guards, 
Armenian churches, jazz 
bands and Carnegie Hall have 
in common? They all use 
cymbals — tinkling thin ones, 
clashing big ones — and they 
all use cymbals made in 
Istanbul by a family which 
has been making them since 
the early 17th century. 
The Zilcan family has been 
at work since 1623, producing 
nothing but the finest cym­ 
bals, from a formula handed 
down from father to son and 
still kept a solemn secret. 
They make their own alloy, 
cast their own molds, and 
hammer, batter scrape and 
polish them into the final 
product, which they treat as 
tenderly as hi-fi fans treat 
their most cherished records. 
The end product, they say, 
is the best in the world, and 
the list of customers is im­ 
pressive. Some 2,000 to 3,000 
pairs are exported each year, 
most of them to America, at 
prices ranging from $20 to 
$100. 
Hie Zilcans, an Armenian 
family, have only a small 
share of the world symbal 
market, and the American 
branch 
of 
the 
fam ily, 
established at Weymouth, 
Mass., for the past 50 years 
produces many more than 
are made here. 
The Zilcans attribute the 
quality of their instruments to 
their secret formula, and the 
fact that all the stages, in­ 
cluding mixing the alloy of 
copper and tin, are done in 
the same workshop. 
The workshop is a one- 
room, high-roofed shed in the 
slums outside the 4th century 
city walls of Istanbul, where 
it stands cheek by jowl with 
live animal traders, 
auto 
repair shops and fitters and 
turners. 
Inside nine workmen, some 
Turks and some Armenians, 
hammer and hone and bur­ 
nish and polish. The noise 
they create makes 
con­ 
versation 
below a 
bellow 
impossible. 
“The finer tuning is done at 
the end of the day, when the 
noise stops,” shouted Kerope 
Zilcan, 60, the cousin of the 
present owner Mikhail, 65. 
The cymbals come in four 
thicknesses—paper-thin, 
thin, medium, and medium- 
thick, and in any number of 
diameters from IO inches to 
24 inches, depending on the 
specification of the buyer. 
The paper-thin and thin 
cymbals are used by dan- 
cebands, the medium by

the thick by military bands 
such as that of the Grenadier 
Guards. 
The firm of Toledo Brothers 
handles the orders and the 
exporting, 
and 
their 
representative calls each 
night at the workshop to 
collect the 20 or so cymbals 
produced during the day. 
These have to be picked up 
gingerly by the edges—touch 
one and the perspiration has 
to be immediately rubbed off 
with a rag or the tone will be 
spoiled, Keroke Zilcan said. 
Cymbals have been in use 
as musical instruments since 
the Bronze Age, and are 
probably the oldest musical 
instruments 
man 
has. 
Primitive tribes in New 
Guinea and Australia use a 
wide variety 
of objects— 
stones, shells and sticks to 
clash together to maintain the 
rhythm for their songs, and 
these 
certainly 
pre-date 
primitive wind instruments 
made from hollow branches 
and the much later stringed 
instruments 
made 
from 
animal sinews. 
The Zilcan family cannot 
trace their origins back to 
prehistory, but they still have 
records to show they were 
producing cymbals for the 
“Mehtar” bands of the Ot­ 
toman arm y’s Jannissary 
corps, which terrified the 
armies of Europe with their 
shrill pipes and clashing 
cymbals. More 
peacefully, 
they still provide the Ar­ 
menian Patriarchal church 
here with the cymbals used to 
accompany the choir at the 
Liturgy. 
Cymbals, it seems, wear 
out in time, and there is a 
constantly growing demand 
from 
newly-formed 
or­ 
chestras, especially school 
orchestras, which keeps the 
trade going. 
The present owner of the 
factory has no son to carry on 
the trade, but a nephew, also 
called 
Mikhail, 
who 
is 
currently studying in Paris, is 
to take over the business.

W atergate 
Prober Quits 
Under Cloud 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Harold K. 
Lipset, 
the chief investigator 
for 
senators probing the W atergate 
bugging case, has resigned after 
learning of imminent disclosures that 
he once pleaded guilty in a lagging 
conspiracy case in New York 
And in a separate development the 
FBI was reportedly led by convicted 
W atergate conspirator Jam es W 
McCord to hidden bugging equipment 
said by Ins attorney to have been paid 
for with money supplied by I Ye si dent 
Nixon’s reelection committee. 
'I’he two developments came Friday 
amid unconfirmed reports the White 
House and the Senate Watergate in­ 
vestigating committee are moving 
doser to agreeing on an arrangem ent 
permitting the President’s top aides to 
testify on tile affair in public and under 
oath. 
Dozens of prom inent GDP of­ 
ficeholders are on record as de- 
manding that step by the White House. 
Lipset said he was resigning rather 
than cause any embarrasment to the 
committee and “to insure that my 
presence in no way impedes the vitally 
important work.” He added “ It is my 
belief that efforts to discredit me come 
from the enemies of tlx* committee 
who are seeking to interfere with its 
work.” 
Lipset, 51, is based in San Francisco 
and has been a private detective 27 
years, often in sensational cases. He 
did detective work for the defense in 
the recent Angela Davis and Soledad 
Brothers murder eases. 
Lipset said his bugging conviction 
arose out of a 1966 m arital case in 
which a tajx* recorder microphone was 
placed under tin* door of a room in New 
York’s Plaza Hotel. He said lie pleaded 
guilty to a misdemeanor and was given 
a su spend (Hi sentence. 
Details of that case were first 
publish'd last year after Lipset had 
lie en hired to investigate the Nassau 
County, N Y , jail. 
Meanwhile. McCord was said by Ins 
lawyer to have taken FBI agents to 
four hiding places in Maryland where 
he bad “stashed away” electronic 
bugging equipment while he was out on 
Ixmd following the Watergate arrests 
last June.

Explained To PCSC Members 


EDITOR’S NOTE - Members of 
Circleville High School journalism 
( lass, as part of their classwork, are 
assigned to cover meetings of the 
IVkaway County Community Serv­ 
ices. The following story was written 
by senior June Brudzinski. 
Members of the Pickaway Commu­ 
nity Services Council were addressed 
by Pauline Roese from the County 
Welfare Department at their April IO 
meeting at St. Philip’s Parish House. 
Introduced by Harold Hewitt, vice- 
president, Miss Roese spoke on the 
function of the Welfare Department in 
the county. She explained its three 
main purposes: 
First — public assistance, including 
Aid for the Aged, Aid for the Blind, Aid 
for the Disabled, emergency, medical 
and supplemental aid, and the general 
relief fund ; 
Second — the federal food stamp 
program, which has a new withholding 
program; 
Third — social services, including 
day care, ADC, safe housing and refer­ 
ral of cases to the proper county 
agencies. 
A major change slated for the de­ 
trim e n t is the transferral of all adult 
public assistance cases to the Social 
Security office in (Chillicothe beginning 
January 1974. The conversion, involv­ 
ing over 400cases, will begin in July. 
Also new this year are color photo ID 
cards for welfare recipients. Miss 
Hoese mentioned that a very small 
percentage of Pickaway County’s total 
population is receiving welfare assist­ 
ance, about 1200 individuals out of 
43.000.
